FOREIGN. 

Stean-Poats in France.—By an ordinance of the 
King of France all steam-Loats are to be examined 
by « special commitice, who are to see that they 
are constructed with seluity, particularly ath re 
gard to ther machinery Nv steam-boat will be 
aliowed to navigate until the committee shall have 
approved of ite construction and the soundness ot 
the machinery; and the Prefect stall have aotified 
the proprietors that he has received and approved 
the report of the committee The boats are to be 
examined every three months. 

Skirmishing —Several letters have been 

received at New-York by the Elizabeth, 
dated the 2ist of April, from respectable 
houses in Havre, which state that advices 
were received there (not published im 
French papers) of several attacks having 
been made by detachmentso! Erench troops 
on the Spaviards before Pampeluns, in 
which the former had met with very se- 
rigus losses. 
* {t appears that the two Spanish Ambas- 
sadors in London, the Duc de San Lorenzo 
and Admiral Jabat, have given up to the 
public service of Spain, not only the whole 
of the income assigned them as ambassa- 
dors, but the profiis of all the offices of 
every kind which they hold from the Spa- 
nish government. 

Gretna !—At this far-famed Temple of 
Hymen, one of the officiating Priests has 
married 162 couple since New Year's Day. 

We gave an account, some days ago, of 
a tumult at Brest, between the inhabitants 
and the Swiss soldiers. ‘The Mayor took 
part with the inhabitants, and blamed the 
Swiss for injuring, as he said, instead of 
protecting the people. The Moniteur of 
Tharsday contains a Royal Ordinance dis-

Narrow escape—Iin the first attack of 
the French on the fortress of St. Sebastian, 
the soldiers are said to have distinguished 
themselves to such a degree, that the Duke 
d’Angouleme distributed crosses of honor 
to them with his own hands. The Span- 
iards having observed hun from their fort, 
ordered forward a 24 pounder, but they 
were so slow in mounting it that the Duke 
had time to leave the ground. When fired 
off, the ball passed through a house, and 
struck a platoon precisely on the spot 
where the Duke had been distributing his 
decerations, and killed and wounded filteen 
men. 

Smyrna.—It is reported, by a vessel 
which left Smyrna so late as the 24th of 
March, that nothing new had transpired 
there respecting the Greeks. 

Portuzal.—Accounis from St. Ubes, by 
an arrival at Boston, are to April 15. ft 
was the opinion of well informed persons 
that Portugal would make common cause 
with Spain against the French. Seditious 
placards had, been stuck up both in Lisbon 
and St. Ubes, but the principal persons 
concerned in this business has been ar- 
rested. 

A letter from Paris of the 18h March, relates 
the following remarkable story :—* At Pei pignan, 
a tew days ago, a Spanish refugee monk, of the 
army of the tath, entered a tavern where several 
French officers were seated, One of them, at sight 
of the monk, discovered great agitation, suddenly 
started from his seat, drew his sword and pursued 
the monk, with the evident intention of pulling 
him to death. He inflicted a severe wound on the 
ecclestastic before he could be rescued trom his 
fury. When questioned by the commanding officer 
respecting the cause of this violent conduct, he 
said, that during the last war, he had been taken 
prisoner by a party of guerillas, and that a sort of 
military council, at wiich this individual monk 
presided, bad subsequently, condemned him to 
the horrible death of crucifixion, from which he 
was only preserved by the opportune approach of 
a party of French troops. The officer then exhi- 
b.ted one of lus hands to show, by a scar which 
remaimed, that the dreadful work of torture had 
actuatly commenecd. tt was found necessary, in 
Consequence of this explanation, to overlook the 
act of aggression Committed on the monk.” 

The last Turkish army stationed on the 
North coast of the Gulf of Lepanso, com- 
manded by Omer Pasha, has, by the Jast ac- 
counts we have received, been completely 
beaten near Minologli. ‘The Grecks have 
pursued him and the stragglers of his army 
as far asthe port of Velrizzo, which they 
have taken, and Omer Pasha has retired 
with fifteen of his followers to Orta. This 
leaves the whole of Lividia, drawing a line 
from Vorrigia to Thermopyle, free of the 
Turks, excepting a small garrison at Le- 
ponte, which in all probability will capita- 
late with that of Patras. 

The inhabitants of the Isle of Candia, 
who have suffered the greatest crue!ties 
since the arrival of the Turkish squadron 
there, have, assisted by the Greek flotilla, 
retaken with great loss on both sides, the 
forts occupied by the ‘Turks. 

Constantinople, March 10.—Since the 
departure of the last Courier, we have lived 
here in the greatest alarm. A fire, such 
as has no! been seen fora number of years, 
has destroyed about 20.000 houses, and it 
still menaces all the suburbs inhabited by 
the Christians. The habitations between 
Galata and Zophana are entirely destroyed. 
On the heights of Galata, their is nothing 
to be seen but the sea of fire. During near- 
ly three days that the fire continued, the 
most horrible excesses were committed by 
the Turkish soldiery, and particularly by 
the Ramachs, or Marines. ‘Ihe latter were 
afraid of being soon compelled to re-em- 
bark ona new expedition in the Archipela- 
go. ‘They therefore took care to urn the 
marine establishments, the cannon foundry, 
several barracks and military magazines. 
Nothing can be more favourable to the 
cause of the Greeks. 

Tranquility is not yet re-estoblised here, 
and every day new assassinations are spo- 
ken of. The pillage is not yet discontinu- 
ed, and the Turks whose houses have been 
burnt now hunt the Greeks from their dwel- 
lings to take possession of them themselves. 
Phe suburb of Pera has been miraculously 
saved, and the authurities are making the 
greatest efforts to put an end to the vexa- 
tions of the Franks who reside there.

UNITED STATES, 

The Goverment and Legislature of the United 
States, have continued to manifest the same anx- 
ious desire to put an end to the Slave Trade 
which has always distinguished them. 

Their cruisers on the African coast have well 
seconded thew wishes; and five slave ships de- 
tained on suspicion of being American property, 
though disguised under foreygn flags, had shea v 
been condemned in their Viee Adiniralty Courts, 
previously to the month of January, 1621. 

Phe pertinacity with which some of the sub. 
jects of the United States still adhered to this in- 
famous commerce, induced the Amencan Legis. 
lature, as Was stated in the introduction to the 
Supplementary Report of last vear, to go a step 
beyond any other nation, even beyond Great Bri. 
tain herself, in its measures of re pre avon. An 
Act was passed, deelaring the cnme of Slave- 
trading by American ships, or American subjects, 
to be piracy, and, as such, affixing to it the pun 
ishment of death 

Another important document had reached the 
Directors from the United States; the Re pert of 
a Comuutteé of the House of Representatives, in 
the session of 1890 and 1821, relitive to the mu- 
tual exercise of the nmeht of search by Great Bri- 
tain and America, with a view to the suppression 
of the Slave Trade. ‘his Ke port contains a clear 
ail decided opinion in favour of the exercise of 
sich a right, as the only effectual means of sup- 
pressing the Slave Trade ; while it demonstrates 
that its use involves no sacrifice of national in 
t rest, nor BY COMProMmise of national honour. 

A cor sponte nee which followed on this sub- 
ject, between Mr. Stratford Canning, our ambas 

sador at Washington, and the Secret ry of State 
of the Amerecan Government, manifested a strong 
rep part of that Government, to 
the recommended by the Committee. —

most desirable measure. 

Vhe report goes on to allude to varions other

A treaty between Radama, King of Madagas- 
ear, and Mr. Farquhar, forthe suppression of the | 
Slave Trade in that island, had been eartied into | 
effect, and evo ry attempt to clude its beneficent 
provisions had been defeated 

Inthe Isle of France, Governor Farquhar had 
exerted himself with great zeal, nv endeavouring 
to suppress the Slave Prade within the limits of 
his own goverament; andthe measures he has 
adopted, it was trusted, would prove effectual. 

An Act had been passed, giving: to the captors 
of slave-ships, a morety of his Moyesty's share of 
the prize, and a bounty of £010 por head, ov all 
Slaves liberated underthe treaties with Spurn, Por 
tugal, and the Netherlands, and Kraut 
same bounties in some other cases not previo sty 
provided for by Act of Parliament ‘Thos sahitary 
provision will both stemulate and reward the ox 
ertions of our cruizers. 

The Directors express their concern, that when 
an important chanve was about to take plac« 
the navigation laws of this country, as they affect 
the imtercourse of the West india Colonies with 
foreign nations, it should not have been made a 
substantive part of the measure, that an efliew at 
and operative Register Act should be adopted by 
every colony to which the boon was tobe extend. 
ed. While the sugars of the West Indies are pro 
tected in their monopoly of the hone market, by 
a tigh duty, not merely on toreygn sugars, but on 
the sugars grown in our own East-Inchan posses 
sions, thus paving a decided and exclusive pis 
ference to the produce of cultivation by slave la 
bour, over that by free labour—the least that 
could be desired seemed to be, that no means 
should have been omitted of ctlectually prevent 
ing both the clandestine imtroduction of Slaves 
into our Own colomes, and their clandestine re 
mo al to the more productive colonies of foreign 
nations, according as temptations to the one oi 
the other course night arise out of the train of 
e ents.
